Offending  offers 

Flash  pack  offers,  as  many  retail  pharmacists  know, 
can  and  do  cause  confusion  in  the  minds  of  many 
shoppers.  Hence  the  proposals  this  week  from  the 
Office  of  Fair  Trading  on  tightening  up  the  law  on  all 
bargain  offers  (p74)  suggests  a  welcome  recipe  to 
avoid  such  confusion.  The  Office  makes  it  clear  that 
the  proposals  on  flash  offers — involving  as  they  do 
the  use  of  special  point  of  sale  material  to  explain  the 
offer — are  somewhat  complicated,  but  they  certainly 
deserve  scrutiny  by  all  parties  concerned  as  the  most 
thorough  proposals  so  far  produced. 

Indeed,  at  a  Press  conference  on  Tuesday  to 
introduce  the  Office's  consultative  document,  Mr  J. 
Mitchell,  director  of  consumer  affairs,  said  that  the 
simplest  thing  would  have  been  to  ban  flash  offers 
completely,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  offers  gave  a 
temporary  economic  advantage  to  the  shopper, 
important  in  these  inflationary  days. 

Reviewing  the  proposals  over  all  the  kinds  of  bargain 
offers,  Mr  J.  Methven,  the  Office's  director  general 
said  that  the  proposals  were  designed  so  as  to  leave 
as  much  room  as  possible  for  bargain  offer  claims. 
He  does  not  expect  to  see  the  proposals  go  through 
unchanged  but  expects  useful  comments  during  the 
"long"  consultation  period  up  to  the  end  of 
September.  No  new  legislation  is  likely  to  arise  until 
sometime  next  year. 

Mr  Methven  however  did  feel  that  legislation  would 
be  necessary.  He  would  certainly  look  at  any 
suggestions  from  the  trade  if  they  felt  they  could 
enforce  the  proposals  on  a  voluntary  basis,  but  he  felt 
that  that  was  impossible  because  of  the  diversity  of 
the  trades  concerned. 

Complicated  but  necessary  ? 

The  Office  are  to  be  congratulated  on  this  document, 
which  they  have  spent  more  time  on  than  almost 
anything  else  since  the  Office  was  set  up.  The 
proposals  they  have  produced,  although  complicated, 
certainly  seem  to  be  in  line  with  the  basic  underlying 
philosophy  outlined  by  Mr  Methven — that  they  should 
not  inhibit  or  restrain  genuine  price  cutting;  that  they 
make  the  offer  easy  for  the  consumer  to  understand 
and  easy  for  the  retailer  to  adhere  to;  and  that  they 
would  not  involve  excessive  increases  in  promotional 
costs. 

The  proposals  should  mark  the  death  knell  of  claims 
referred  to  by  Mr  Methven  as  being  "at  best  confusing 
and  at  worst  misleading"  or  "shot  through  with 
ambiguity." 

However  the  document  leaves  many  questions  still 
unanswered — especially  those  concerning  enforcement 
and  who  is  to  be  responsible — manufacturer,  wholesaler 
or  retailer?  The  "bargain  area"  these  days  is  very 
much  one  in  which  manufacturers  are  the  activators — 
the  retailers  are  often  merely  distributors  rarely  having 
the  opportunity  to  control  quantity  or  weight  of  goods 
being  offered.  Steps  should  be  taken  to  ensure  the 
retailer  is  adequately  protected  under  any  proposed 
"bargain  offer"  legislation.

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New  contract:  issue  of 
limitation  avoided 


Limitation  of  contracts  and  a  super- 
annuation scheme,  two  matters  raised  by 
a  number  of  Area  Chemist  Contractor 
Committees  when  considering  proposals 
for  a  new  NHS  contract,  are  not  to  be  put 
before  the  meeting  of  ACCC  represen- 
tatives on  September  21. 

The  Central  NHS  Committee,  in  circu- 
lating the  documents  for  the  meeting,  says 
that  contract  limitation  is  a  separate  issue 
on  which  agreement  of  ACCC's  would 
have  to  be  sought.  "As  no  proposal  has 
been  made  to  this  effect,  the  Committee 
find  that  it  is  unable  to  consider  it  within 
the  context  of  the  new  contract  at  this 
time." 

The  suggestion  for  a  superannuation 
scheme  has  been  given  "careful  considera- 
tion" but  found  not  to  be  practicable.  The 
present  position  is  that  the  professional 
fee  is  based  in  part  on  the  proprietor's 
notional  salary — which  includes  a  nego- 
tiated amount  in  respect  of  the  employer's 
superannuation  contribution.  There  is  a 
similar  inclusion  in  the  professional  fee  in 
respect  of  the  employer's  superannuation 
contribution  for  managers,  this  being 
derived  from  cost  inquiry  data.  These 
amounts  are  estimated  to  be  as  follows  in 
1975  and  are  paid  to  all  contractors: 
Employer's  superannuation  contribution 
for  proprietors  0  53p  per  prescription; 
managers  022p  per  prescription — total 
0-75p. 

The  Committee  says:  "Under  the  current 
system,  a  proprietor  has  the  flexibility  to 
make  provision  for  his  retirement  by 
determining  his  contribution  to  a  self- 
employed  scheme  at  a  level  which  is 
appropriate  to  his  own  particular  circum- 
stances. It  would  appear  that  unless  the 
contributions  to  a  NHS  superannuation 
fund  were  linked  to  dispensing  volume, 
this  flexibility  would  be  lost  and  any 
additional  contribution  which  a  proprietor 
might  wish  to  make  from  non-NHS  in- 
come would  have  to  be  paid  into  a 
separate  scheme. 

Undesirable  division 

"The  proposal  has  no  relevance  to 
multiple  pharmacies  and  might  require  a 
separate  contract  for  proprietors  which 
would  lead  to  an  undesirable  division  in 
retail  pharmacy.  The  Committee  therefore 
concludes  that  proprietors  should  con- 
tinue to  be  allowed  to  make  their  own 
individual  pension  arrangements  out  of 
NHS  and  other  income." 

The  meeting  on  September  21  will,  how- 
ever, be  recommended  to  adopt  the 
following  proposals  for  negotiation  with 
the  Department  of  Health: 

□  Implementation  of  the  small  pharma- 
cies scheme  (C&D,  March  23,  1974,  p332) 
but  subject  to  the  updating  of  the  relevant 
figures  by  appropriate  indices. 

□  Introduction   of  the  premises  allow- 


ance (C&D,  November  9,  1974,  p653  and 
December  21/28,  1974,  p832)  equal  to  the 
NHS  turnover  percentage  of  the  total 
turnover  of  the  pharmacy  applied  to  the 
annual  rent  and  rates.  In  respect  of  free- 
hold premises,  a  notional  rent  would  be 
determined  by  the  district  valuer  for 
reimbursement  on  a  similar  basis. 
□  Introduction  of  the  revised  Terms  of 
Service  and  Model  Hours  of  Service 
Scheme. 

In  view  of  the  wide  divergence  of 
opinions  expressed  by  ACCC's  the  Com- 
mittee is  making  no  recommendation  at 
this  stage  regarding  the  basic  practice 
allowance  and  ancillary  and  locum 
allowance. 

Re-instate  allowances  call 

A  call  for  ACCC's  to  recommend  that 
the  basic  practice  allowance  and  the  locum 
and  ancillary  allowances  be  reintroduced 
into  the  contract  proposals  has  come 
from  Counterbalance.  The  proviso  is  that 
the  extra  money  needed  to  finance  the 
allowances  should  be  met  by  the 
Department  of  Health. 

Counterbalance  is  undertaking  surveys 
on  pharmacy  closures  which  remove  an 
essential  pharmaceutical  service  and  on 
"the  phenomenal  wastage  of  medicines". 
It  is  hoped  the  surveys  will  provide  evi- 
dence that  a  subsidised  service  is  needed 
in  some  areas  and  that  the  cost  could  be 
covered  by  "huge  savings  in  the  drugs 
bill  by  curbing  the  amounts  of  drugs  pre-

scribed  at  any  one  time  by  hospitals  and 
doctors  in  general  practice".  Mr  J. 
Williams,  Counterbalance  chairman,  is 
asking  ACCC's  to  help  provide  the  evi- 
dence on  closures,  together  with  local 
Press  cuttings,  petitions,  etc. 

Only  10  new  pharmacies 

A  net  total  of  31  pharmacies  was  lost  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Register 
during  June  when  41  pharmacies  closed 
down  and  ten  premises  were  newly  regis- 
tered. Of  the  new  registrations,  one  was 
in  London,  six  in  the  rest  of  England,  two 
in  Scotland  and  one  in  Wales.  One  phar- 
macy closed  in  London,  30  in  the  rest  of 
England,  eight  in  Scotland  and  two  in 
Wales. 


£30  a  week  for  18-year-old  student  hospital  technician? 


New  salaries  for  hospital  pharmacy  tech- 
nicians have  been  agreed. 

The  £4  40  threshold  payments  are  also 
to  be  assimilated  into  the  new  scales, 
which  will  mean  a  £30  a  week  basic  for 
an  18-year-old  student  technician  being 
paid  on  the  B  scale.  New  requirements 
for  students  entering  the  student  B  scale 
will  be  four  GCE  "O"  level  passes. 

Tne  operative  date  for  pay  rises  will 
change  from  July  1  to  April  1  from  next 
year.  This  year's  rises  will  come  into  force 
in  two  stages :  four-fifths  payable  from 
April  1  and  the  remainder  from  July  1. 
The  student  scales  are  to  be  reduced  to 
eight  incremental  points  each  and  the 
senior  technician  scale  is  to  be  increased 
by  one  point  at  the  top  end.  Evening  duty 


rates  are  to  be  abolished  from  January  1, 
1975  and  evening  sessions  are  to  be  paid 
as  overtime  from  that  date. 

Emergency  duties  are  to  be  paid  as 
from  April  1,  1975:  £1  25  per  period  on 
call  and  £2  45  per  period  of  standby;  work 
done  is  to  be  paid  as  time  and  one-half 
for  weekdays  and  Saturdays  and  double 
time  on  statutory  and  public  holidays, 
subject  to  a  minimum  of  two  hours 
including  15  minutes  travelling  time  when 
called  from  home,  and  ^th  of  the  sum 
paid  for  each  completed  15  minutes  there- 
after. Part-time  rates  are  also  to  be 
increased,  in  two  stages,  to  £109  for 
student  scale  A,  £1-14  for  student  scale  B, 
£1-43  for  pharmacy  technicians  and  £1-76 
for  senior  technicians.

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Bargain  offers:  OFT  sets  out 
proposals  for  legislation 


Sweeping  changes  for  tightening  the  law 
relating  to  bargain  offer  claims — including 
special  point  of  sale  material  for  flash 
offers — are  put  forward  in  a  consultative 
document  from  the  Office  of  Fair  Trading 
this  week. 

The  document — Bargain  Offer  Claims 
(HM  Stationery  Office,  £1  20)  covers  the 
whole  sphere  of  such  offers  including 
claimed  reductions,  flash  offers,  range 
reduction  claims,  and  comparisons  of 
"worth".  The  proposals  in  the  document 
are  based  on  five  main  principles: 

□  The  claim  must  be  truthful; 

□  There  should  be  sufficient  information 
to  enable  the  consumer  to  assess  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  bargain,  particularly 
the  actual  selling  price  <md  the  nature  and, 
in  most  cases  the  level  of  the  higher  price 
from  which  a  reduction  is  claimed; 

□  Information  in  claims  must  be  capable 
of  reasonably  easy  and  accurate  verifica- 
tion, if  possible  by  the  individual 
consumer,  but  certainly  by  a  statutory 
enforcement  authority  or  a  body  charged 
with  securing  adherence  to  a  voluntary 
code  of  practice; 

□  Claims  should  relate  directly  to  the 
purchasing  decisions  of  the  average  con- 
sumer (eg,  claimed  reductions  from 
American  prices  would  be  irrelevant  and 
meaningless); 

□  Claims  must  reflect  genuine  competition 
between  traders. 

Subject  to  various  kinds  of  information- 
giving  requirements,  the  document 
proposes  that  seven  types  of  claims  should 
be  allowed  and  all  others  banned.  The 
seven  are: 

□  Reductions  from  the  trader's  previous 
price; 

□  Reductions  from  a  recommended  price; 


□  Comparisons  with  a  future  price; 

□  Reductions  from  the  price  of  another, 
named,  trader; 

□  Reductions  from  a  price  for  dissimilar 
goods; 

□  Reductions  relating  to  non-payment  of 
tax  or  duty; 

□  Range  reduction  claims  of  the  above 
types,  which  give  no  maximum  reduction. 

Among  claims  prohibited  would  be: 
comparisons  with  subjective  assessments 
of  worth  or  value;  reductions  from  prices 
elsewhere,  other  than  from  another  named 
trader;  and  range  reduction  claims  which 
include  a  maximum  reduction  (eg  up  to 
45  per  cent  off).  Commonly  used  expres- 
sions with  unclear  meanings  (eg  list  price, 
normal  price,  usual  price)  would  also  be 
banned. 

Flash  offers 

On  flash  offers,  the  document  deals  only 
with  those  which  suggest  that  the  actual 
selling  price  is  less  than  some  other  price 
(those  offering  price  reductions  from  the 
next  purchase  of  that  or  a  different  pro- 
duct is  outside  of  the  scope  of  the 
proposals).  Discussing  such  offers,  the 
document  points  out  how  they  can  cause 
confusion:  because  the  offer  to  the  con- 
sumer by  the  manufacturer  is  super- 
imposed on  a  situation  where  retailers  are 
offering  bargains  of  their  own;  and  the 
offer  relates  to  a  reduction  from  the 
manufacturer's  recommended  price,  which 
may  not  be  one  which  is  familiar  to  the 
consumer  as  the  shop  may  regularly 
undercut  it.  Housewives  also  appear  con- 
fused about  the  actual  price  they  will  have 
to  pay — a  survey  last  year  by  the 
National  Federation  of  Consumer  Groups 
suggested  that  a  "substantial  minority"  of 


housewives  believe  the  value  of  the  offer 
would  be  deducted  at  the  cash  desk.  Word- 
ing— such  as  "Buy  3  get  one  free,  com- 
pared with  recommended  price" — also 
confused  some  consumers. 

Such  an  information  gap  "is  not  easy  to 
solve."  Measures  are  needed  "which  are 
simple  and  cheap  to  implement  and  which 
will  not  deter  either  manufacturers  or 
retailers  from  short  term  price  cutting." 
The  criteria  produced  by  the  Office  is  that 
offers  would  give  an  explanation  in 
standard  terms,  indicating  its  nature  and 
origin  and  providing  for  the  possibility 
that  the  retailer  may  pitch  his  price  lower 
than  that  which  the  offer  implies;  and 
there  would  be  a  clear  indication  of  what 
the  consumer  will  actually  pay.  "This 
information  should  be  given  on  point  of 
sale  material  adjacent  to  the  product." 

It  "seems  likely"  that  suitable  point  of 
sale  material  would  be  produced  by  the 
manufacturer  so  that  the  retailer  would 
only  have  to  write  on  certain  figures  and 
ensure     the     material     was  displayed. 

Unit  pricing 

On  offers  expressed  in  terms  of  parts 
of  goods  being  provided  "free,"  the  Office 
tomes  out  against  unit  pricing.  It  proposes 
an  approach  which  would  mean  point  of 
sale  material  giving  the  manufacturer's 
offer  price  and  the  price  payable  if  the 
same  quantity  were  charged  for  at  the 
relevant  recommended  price.  Where  this 
could  not  be  done  because  the  quantity 
was  not  standard  nor  a  simple  multiple  of 
the  standard  quantity,  the  point  of  sale 
material  would  have  to  show  the  recom- 
mended price  for  the  nearest  lower 
standard  quantity. 

The  document  was  sent  out  on  Tuesday 
to  industry,  trade  and  consumer  interests, 
and  comments  are  being  requested  by  the 
Office's  Consumer  Affairs  Division,  New 
Court,  48  Carey  Street,  London  WC2  by 
September  30.  The  Office's  director  general, 
Mr  J.  Methven,  will  then  consider  the 
comments  before  deciding  whether  firm 
proposals  for  changing  the  law  should  be 
put  before  the  Consumer  Protection 
Advisory  Committee  who  report  to  Mrs 
Shirley  Williams,  Secretary  of  .State  for 
Prices  and  Consumer  Protection.  Local 
authorities  would  enforce  any  legislation.

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New  'safety  packs'  Bill  also 
specifies  warning  labels 


Mrs  Jill  Knight,  MP's  new  Bill  "to  pro- 
vide protection  for  young  children  against 
the  dangers  inherent  in  medicinal  sub- 
stances" has  now  been  published. 

The  Bill — Child  Protection  (Medicines) 
Bill  (HM  Stationery  Office,  House  of 
Commons  Bill  175,  £0  11) — would  require 
specific  warning  labelling  as  well  as  child 
resistant  packaging.  It  would  be  "unlawful 
for  any  person  to  sell  or  supply  to  the 
public  any  medicinal  product  of  such 
nature  or  strength  as  could  be  fatal  if 
ingested,  inhaled  or  otherwise  used  by  a 
child  unless  such  medicinal  product  is 
sold,  supplied  or  dispensed  in  an  approved 
dark  tinted  container  litted  with  a  child- 
resistant  opening  device  or  in  a  special 
strip-pack." 

The  Secretary  of  State  would  determine, 
after  consultation  with  the  Medicines 
Commission,  whether  a  medicinal  product 
may  constitute  a  hazard  if  taken  other 
than  as  prescribed  by  a  medical  prac- 
titioner, and  so  be  subject  to  the  Bill's 
provisions.  All  such  medicines  would  be 
required  to  carry  on  the  label  "clear 
warning"  that  the  contents  could  be  harm- 
ful to  young  children.  "The  label  shall 
carry  a  standard  form  of  words,  and  a 
universally-applied  symbol,  both  of  which 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  after  consultation  with  the  manu- 
facturers and  the  Medicines  Commission." 

The  Bill  would  also  allow  regulations 
to  be  made  exempting  the  sale  or  supply 
of  medicines  to  elderly  or  handicapped 
persons  from  safety  packaging,  but  any 
exempted  medicine  "shall  carry  on  the 
label  a  standard  form  of  words,  indi- 
cating that  the  packaging  is  not  child- 
resistant."  Such  labelling  would  need  to  be 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  after 
consultation  with  the  manufacturers  and 
the  Medicines  Commission. 

Other  points  from  the  Bill  include: 
□  The  Licensing  Authority  would  approve 


the  types  of  container  for  sale,  supply  or 
dispensing  at  the  time  of  licensing  a  new 
medicine; 

□  Penalties  would  be  a  fine  not  exceeding 
£400  on  summary  conviction,  or,  on  con- 
viction on  indictment,  a  fine  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  two  years  or  both; 

□  "An  approved  dark  tinted  container" 
is  defined  by  the  Bill  as  such  a  container 
conforming  to  British  Standards  Institu- 
tion standards  on  criteria  approved  by  the 
Medicines  Commission  and  "a  child- 
resistant  opening  device"  would  be  a 
device  which  fulfills  BSI  requirements  on 
criteria  approved  by  the  Commission; 

□  The  Secretary  of  State  would  make  an 
Order  appointing  the  operative  date  for 
a  subsequent  Act  between  January  1.  1976, 
and  July  1,  1977. 

More  pharmacists  on 
health  authorities  ? 

More  pharmacists  may  be  appointed  to 
regional  and  area  health  authorities  in 
the  near  future. 

Speaking  at  the  first  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  Association  of  Health 
Authorities  last  week,  Mrs  Barbara  Castle, 
Secretary  of  State  for  Social  Services, 
discussed  progress  since  publication  last 
year  of  the  consultative  document 
"Democracy  in  the  NHS".  She  announced 
she  had  decided  to  implement  proposals  in 
the  document  to  increase  the  number  of 
local  authority  members  on  AHAs  and 
RHAs  to  one  third  of  the  total. 

The  document  had  also  proposed  that 
there  should  be  two  members  on  AHAs 
and  RHAs  drawn  from  those  working  in 
the  NHS  other  than  doctors  and  nurses 
who  are  already  members.  "This  will  be  a 
long  overdue  reform  which  reflects  the 
fact  that  the  delivery  of  health  care  is  a 
team  business  and  that  the  team  comprises 


everyone  from  the  humblest  to  the 
highest."  Consultations  with  staff  organisa- 
tions were  not  complete  but  "as  an  earnest 
of  our  intention"  provision  for  the  addition 
of  two  such  staff  members  was  to  be 
included  in  amending  regulations.  Another 
change  is  that  community  health  councils 
are  to  be  entitled  to  send  one  of  their 
members  to  attend  meetings  of  their  AHA, 
without  voting,  but  with  speaking  rights. 

Since  Mrs  Castle's  speech,  Orders  have 
been  laid  before  Parliament  making  pro- 
vision for  more  local  authority  member- 
ship. A  published  Order,  the  National 
Health  Services  (Health  Authorities 
Membership)  Regulations  1975  (HM 
Stationery  Office  SI  no  1101,  £0  18)— 
which  will  come  into  force  on  August  1, 
provides  that,  until  July  1,  1976,  consulta- 
tions otherwise  required  before  appoint- 
ments to  RHAs  and  AHAs  shall  not  apply 
to  the  appointment  of  persons  recom- 
mended by  certain  local  authorities,  or 
employees  of  health  authorities,  or  those 
providing  Part  IV  services,  including 
pharmacists.  The  Order  also  changes  the 
cessation  date  of  the  term  of  office  to 
AHA  and  RHA  members  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  or  RHA  to  July  31  in 
any  year  instead  of  March  31. 
□  Mrs  Castle  aims  to  publish  a  discussion 
document  on  priorities  in  the  health  and 
iocial  service  spheres  before  the  end  of 
the  year.  She  has  turned  down  a  call  for 
an  independent  inquiry  into  NHS  financing 
made  by  representatives  of  the  British 
Medical  Association,  Royal  College  of 
Nursing,  British  Dental  Association,  Royal 
College  of  Midwives  and  Joint  Consultants 
Committee. 

A  way  of  providing 
a  24-hour  service? 

A  system  run  along  the  lines  of  the 
doctor's  deputising  service  in  Glasgow 
could  solve  the  problems  of  providing  a 
24-hour  pharmaceutical  service,  Mr  James 
Stewart,  immediate  past  chairman  of  the 
Scottish  Executive,  told  the  Scottish 
Department's  annual  meeting  recently. 

Telephone  calls  to  doctors'  homes  in 
unsocial  hours  were  diverted  to  the  doc- 
tors' deputising  services  headquarters 
where  details  were  assessed.  The  infor- 
mation was  transmitted  by  radio  to  the 
doctor  and  driver  cruising  in  the  car  in 
that  particular  area,  and  the  doctor  would 
then  visit  the  patient. 

When  an  urgent  prescription  was 
needed,  the  doctor  or  driver  could  radio 
the  controller  at  headquarters  who  would 
then  contact  the  pharmacist  on  his  list,  on 
personal  call,  on  the  "bleep"  or  on  duty 
at  headquarters,  Mr  Stewart  suggested.  An 
emergency  dispensary  could  be  incor- 
porated at  the  headquarters. 

Pharmacist  found  dead 

Mrs  Margaret  Laura  Angus,  MPS,  3 
Howard  Road,  Leicester,  was  found  dead 
in  the  room  of  a  hotel  at  Leicester  Forest 
East,  Leicester.  Mrs  Angus,  who  qualified 
in  1971,  was  employed  by  a  local  firm  of 
pharmacists  and  also  at  Leicester  Royal 
Infirmary.  Evidence  of  identity  was  taken 
at  the  inquest,  which  was  then  adjourned 
for  a  month  to  enable  forensic  tests  to  be 
made  to  determine  the  cause  of  death. 


Doctors  vote  against  volunl 

Doctors  at  their  annual  representative 
meeting  last  week  voted  by  a  small 
majority  not  to  join  in  a  voluntary  ban 
on  the  prescription  of  barbiturates. 

Delegates  from  Lambeth  and  South- 
wark,  London,  proposed  that  these  drugs 
should  only  be  prescribed  in  exceptional 
circumstances  such  as  epilepsy,  anaes- 
thesia, where  a  true  addiction  existed  or 
where  all  attempts  to  wean  patients  on  to 
some  less  harmful  drug  had  failed. 

Dr  John  Bennett,  chairman  of  the  Cam- 
paign on  the  Use  and  Restriction  of 
Barbiturates,  told  C&D  that  the  campaign 
would  continue  as  before  (C&D,  May  10, 
p630)  and  that  the  doctor's  decision  was 
no  major  setback.  He  felt  that  the  motion 
had  been  introduced  too  early,  in  that  the 
delegates   voting    against   were   not  yet

aware  of  the  problems  involved,  problems 
which  CURB  was  hoping  to  publicise,  so 
he  would  have  preferred  the  matter  to  be 
raised  next  year. 

Some  doctors  were  worried  that  such  a 
ban  would  restrict  their  freedom  to  pre- 
scribe. Dr  Bennett  believed  that  a  volun- 
tary ban  would  be  a  way  to  preserve 
clinical  freedom  rather  than  having 
Government-imposed  restriction  which 
would  "almost  certainly"  be  introduced  if 
there  was  no  voluntary  reduction  in 
barbiturate  prescribing.  (CURB  is  being 
supported  by  a  grant  from  the 
Department  of  Health). 
□  Another  motion,  that  membership  of 
the  British  Medical  Association  should  be 
compulsory  for  all  doctors  working  in  the 
NHS  was  lost. 
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Oxygen  fees  up — but  a  call 
to  end  'urgent'  action 


Professional  fees  for  providing  oxygen 
therapy  services  under  the  NHS  are  being 
increased  by  30  per  cent  from  July  1 — 
but  in  accepting  the  new  fees,  the  Central 
Contractors  Committee  has  issued  a  state- 
ment in  which  it  '•deprecates"  some 
contractors'  action  in  requiring  "urgent" 
endorsement  of  oxygen  prescriptions. 

In  addition  to  the  increase  in  pro- 
fessional fees,  smaller  rises  have  been 
negotiated  for  set  and  stand  hire  rentals. 
The  annual  hire  rental  scheme  was  agreed 
with  the  Department  in  September  1974, 
but  the  necessity  of  holding  detailed  in- 
vestigations into  the  number  of  sets  held 
is  expected  to  delay  the  introduction  of 
the  scheme  until  October  1975.  Details  of 
the  fees  operating  for  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed from  July  1  are  given  in  the  table 
below. 

A  statement  in  the  latest  issue  of  Action 
says  the  Committee  has  informed  the 
Department  that  it  wishes  to  hold  further 
talks  on  the  question  of  compensation  for 
damage  or  loss  of  equipment.  "As  part  of 
this  agreement,  the  Committee  wishes  to 
state  that  it  deprecates  any  continuing 
action  by  contractors  in  dispensing  oxygen 
prescriptions  against  orders  made  on 
Forms  FP10  only  where  these  had  been 
endorsed  "urgent",  and  not  dealing  with 
them  urgently  but  delaying  their  delivery 
until  after  business  hours  to  claim  the 
urgent  fee. 

"The  Minister  of  State  has  so  far  been 
unable  to  agree  to  the  Committee's  pro- 
posal that  there  should  be  a  special  pay- 
ment for  those  proprietors  who  choose  to 
deliver  after  hours,  but  he  recognises  that 
in  many  cases  the  oxygen  therapy  service 
depends  on  such  proprietors.  The  present 
scales  embody  a  compound  rate  of  pay- 
ment for  deliveries  from  8  am  to  11  pm 


which  incorporates  a  premium  payment  for 
those  working  proprietor  deliveries  made 
between  normal  closing  time  and  1 1  pm. 
The  Committee  wishes  to  make  it  clear  that 
as  the  remuneration  system  gives  recogni- 
tion to  the  work  performed  by  the  working 
proprietor  in  ihe  oxygen  therapy  service 
outside  normal  hours,  contractors  should 
not  utilise  the  urgent  fee  arrangements  in 
a  manner  which  was  never  intended." 

Mr  R.  G.  Worby,  a  member  of  the 
Contractors  Committee  who  personally 
put  the  "urgent"  requirement  into  opera- 
tion a  year  ago  (C&D  July  27,  1974,  pi  10), 
said  this  week  he  had  reluctantly  agreed 
to  drop  the  demand.  However,  this  was 
on  the  understanding  that  the  Department 
would  agree  to  reopen  discussions  both 
on  the  automatic  reimbursement  of  repair 
costs  on  production  of  an  invoice,  and  on 
the  question  of  taking  oxygen  remunera- 
tion right  outside  the  "balance  sheet" 
calculations. 

Mr  Worby  told  C&D  he  hoped  those 
contractors  who  had  applied  a  similar 
sanction  would  also  suspend  their  action 
as  "a  gesture  of  good  faith"  in  anticipation 
of  a  favourable  outcome  to  the  discussions. 

Poisons  Rules  changes 

Pirimiphos-ethyl  has  been  added  to  Part 
II  of  the  Poisons  List  by  the  Poisons  List 
Order  1975  (SI  1975  no  1072,  HM 
Stationery  Office  £0  06). 

The  Poisons  (Amendment)  Rules  1975 
(SI  1975  no  1073,  HM  Stationery  Office 
£0  06)  add  pirimiphos-ethyl  to  the  phos- 
phorus compounds  controlled  by  schedules 
1,  8,  15,  schedule  5  parts  A  and  B,  and 
paragraph  6  of  schedule  7  of  the  Poisons 
Rules  1972.  The  Rules  also  exempt  sub- 
stances containing  less  than  0.1  per  cent 


w/w  arsanilic  acid  in  certain  reagent  kits, 
.ind  granular  preparations  of  dichlorvos. 
The  definition  of  "granular  preparation," 
schedule  3,  group  II,  paragraph  (c),  is 
amended  to  read  "not  more  than  12  per 
cent  of  which,  weight  in  weight,  consists 
of  one  or  more  poisons"  exempted  by  the 
schedule.  Both  are  effective  August  1. 

Report  on  NHS/IMoel  Hall 
review  expected  next  month 

The  specially  appointed  subcommittee  on 
the  Noel  Hall/NHS  review  has  completed 
its  work. 

The  report  will  be  drafted  by  Mr  Colin 
Hetherington,  president  of  the  Guild  of 
Hospital  Pharmacists,  and  Mr  I.  Mercer, 
divisional  officer  ASTMS,  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  remainder  of  the  com- 
mittee, be  circulated  to  the  membership 
by  August  30. 

The  Guild  Council  is  to  consider  the 
report  at  its  next  meeting  on  September 
26  and  members  will  be  urged  to  channel 
their  views,  opinions,  ideas,  opposition, 
etc,  to  their  Guild  Council  member. 

Scottish  contractors  get 
extra  4p  per  script 

An  additional  4p  per  prescription  is  to 
be  paid  to  Scottish  chemist  contractors, 
backdated  to  April  1,  to  take  account  of 
increased  overhead  expenses  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  announcement  says  that  it  is  hoped 
that  health  boards  will  be  able  to  include 
the  retrospective  sum  due  for  the  months 
of  April  and  May  in  the  normal  pay  for 
prescriptions  dispensed  during  June.  The 
Supplementary  payment  for  prescriptions 
dispensed  from  June  1  will  be  made  at  the 
rate  of  7p  instead  of  the  previous  3p. 

Skimmed  milk  foods  for 
babies:  label  requirements 

Proposals  have  been  issued  to  exempt  two 
new  skimmed  milk  with  non-milk  fat  foods 
from  the  requirement  to  be  labelled 
"Unfit  for  babies"  or  "Not  to  be  used  for 
babies".  Foods  exempted  in  this  way  must 
comply  with  certain  compositional  require- 
ments specified  in  the  Skimmed  Milk  with 
Non-Milk  Fat  Regulations.

The  products  in  question  are  Osterfood 
in  liquid,  diluted  ready  -for-use  form  and 
Osterfood  in  powder  form,  which  Glaxo- 
Farley  Foods  Ltd  say  are  on  trial  only 
but  may  be  introduced  at  a  later  date. 

Review  body  report  soon 

The  Review  Body  on  the  Irish  community 
pharmacists'  claim  for  increased  dispens- 
ing fees  has  now  completed  its  report.  It 
is  understood  that  the  Minister  for  Health, 
Mr  Brendan  Corish,  has  received  the 
report,  and  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Union  was  expecting  to  be  sent  a  copy 
before  the  end  of  the  week.  The  report 
is  said  to  be  'brief"  but  no  details  were 
available  before  C&D  went  to  press.

Topical  reflections

Council  meeting 

At  its  July  meeting,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  found  itself, 
perforce,  compelled  tc  indulge  in  a  degree  of  crystal  gazing,  and  one 
sometimes  wonders  if  the  figure  of  pharmaceutical  manpower  in  1992  can 
be  anything  other  than  a  wild  guess.  I  recall  a  close  examination  of  the 
subject  before  the  1939-45  War,  in  which  use  was  inade  of  actuarial  help 
in  prognosticating  the  situation  in  the  middle  1960's. 

I  have  little  doubt  thai,  had  the  somewhat  indeterminate  pattern  remained, 
the  answer  would  have  been  what  was  predicted.  But  the  pattern  did 
not  remain  the  same,  and  innumerable  factors,  including  a  world  war,  so 
upset  the  applecart  as  tc  make  the  forecast  about  as  unreliable  as  a 
long-range  weather  one.  Even  today,  the  Council  carefully  says  that  it 
was  generally  accepted  that  if  intakes  into  schools  of  pharmacy  remained 
the  same  as  in  1974,  there  would  be  an  increase  of  22  per  cent  over  the 
1972  figure.  I  sometimes  question  the  value  of  such  speculation  but  in  a 
situation  in  which  there  is  no  control  of  entry  to  the  profession,  there  is 
nothing  we  can  do  other  than  speculate. 

Then  there  is  to  be  a  working  party  on  fhe  future  development  of 
general  practice  pharmacy,  the  report  of  which  matter  suggests  that  the 
result  of  its  investigations  is  likely  to  be  a  long  way  ahead.  It  is  possible, 
of  course,  for  the  answers  to  such  an  inquiry  to  be  quickly  produced  and 
ill-digested,  but  on  the  other  hand,  time  does  not  stand  still  and  conditions 
are  changing  rapidly. 

The  situation  was  very  different  at  the  time  of  the  classical  inquiry  and 
report  of  1938-41  (in  which  the  masterly  touch  of  F.  W.  Adams 
predominated) .  Change,  it  was  then  thought,  must  come  from  within. 
I  note  that,  at  the  same  meeting,  agreement  was  reached  on  the  proposed 
new  scale  of  fees  and  that,  something  to  my  surprise,  Mr  C.  C.  B.  Stevens 
accepted  nomination  to  fill  the  Council  vacancy. 

Surprise  parcels 

Your  correspondent,  Mr  N.  J.  Hands,  of  Pooie,  is  not  alone  in  having 
received  an  unsolicited  consignment  of  goods.  I  have  had  the  same 
experience  with  the  firm  in  question,  but  they  are  not  the  only  one  to  use 
the  method  of  which  he  complains.  Over  the  years,  quite  a  few  firms  have 
dumped  goods  which  had  not  been  ordered  and  even  more  ill-mannered, 
have  taken  no  notice  of  written  requests  to  uplift  the  unopened  parcel. 
On  more  occasions  than  one  there  have  been  threatening  noises  for 
non-payment  of  the  account,  and  I  have  retaliated  by  claiming  costs  of 
storage  of  exactly  the  amount  of  the  statement. 

In  your  editorial  footnote  you  state  that  the  firms  carriers,  in  the  case 
of  those  who  do  not  want  the  goods  in  question,  have  been  instructed 
to  collect.  !n  my  own  experience  that  has  taken  as  long  as  four  months, 
the  most  recent  for  goods  to  the  value  of  £132  which  occupied  valuable 
space  and  were  uplifted  only  when  due  notice  had  been  served  that  if  they 
were  not  collected  within  seven  days  they  would  be  sent  to  salvage. 

Return  them 

I  agree  with  your  correspondent  that  all  pharmacists  should  have  the 
good  sense  to  return  the  parcels.  Why  they  should  be  put  to  the  trouble  and 
expense  of  writing  to  the  senders  I  cannot  see,  especially  in  these  days  of 
what  is  described  in  the  advertisements  as  "the  £3  letter."  Probab^ly|the  thing 
to  do  would  be  to  intimate,  on  returning  the  goods,  that  all  such  future 
consignments  will  be  sent  entirely  at  owners  risk  and  that  no  responsibility 
will  be  accepted  for  their  safe  custody.  It  is  perhaps  time  we  threaded 
"industrial  action."

Pharmaceutical  Society  Statutory  Committee 


Pharmacist  denies  adding 


to  drug  problem 


A  Gorleston  pharmacist,  said  at  an  earlier 
hearing  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Statutory  Committee  to  have  had  a  part 
in  bringing  about  a  drugs  problem  in 
Norfolk,  was  ordered  to  be  struck  from 
the  Register  when  the  Committee  met 
last  week. 

Mr  John  Thompson,  a  pharmacist  for 
more  than  40  years  and  with  a  shop  in 
Church  Lane,  Gorleston,  was  said  to  have 
been  unable  to  account  for  19,000 
dexamphetamine  tablets  over  a  period  of 
less  than  three  years.  He  did  not  attend 
the  hearing  which  resulted  from  his  con- 
viction on  a  drugs  charge  at  Norwich 
Crown  Court  13  months  ago  and  in  April 
the  Committee  postponed  striking-off  to 
give  Mr  Thompson  a  chance  to  make 
representations.  The  chairman,  Sir  Gordon 
Willmer,  said  no  good  reason  had  been 
shown  why  the  Committee  should  depart 
from  this  original  conclusion.  "There  is 
no  room  in  the  profession  for  a  pharma- 
cist who  lends  himself  to  making  available 
to  the  public  such  an  enormous  quantity 
of  what  is  potentially  a  very  dangerous 
drug."  Mr  Thompson  has  three  months 
in  which  to  appeal. 

19,000  tablets 

At  the  April  hearing  the  Committee 
had  been  told  that  police  investigations 
followed  a  woman  addict's  admission  to 
hospital  with  a  drug  overdose  twice  in 
two  days  in  September  1973.  The  woman 
was  alleged  to  have  told  police  that  she 
had  been  buying  tablets  for  about  three 
years  from  a  woman  cleaner  at  Mr 
Thompson's  shop.  Since  1971  Mr  Thomp- 
son had  been  supplied  with  19,300  of  the 
tablets  but  could  not  explain  what  had 
happened  to  19,000  of  them.  It  appeared 
that  many  women  in  the  Yarmouth  area 
had  been  obtaining  dexamphetamine 
tablets  illegally  over  the  past  five  years, 
a  detective  told  the  hearing. 

Mr  Colin  Smith,  for  Mr  Thompson, 
said  that  he  was  not  fit  enough  to  attend. 
It  was  a  great  sorrow  to  him  at  his  age 
and  after  40  years  in  the  profession  with- 
out any  blemish  on  his  character  that  a 
serious  matter  of  this  kind  should  have 
occurred.  He  still  maintained  his  inno- 
cence of  the  offences  to  which  he  had 
pleaded  not  guilty. 

He  denied  that  he  had  contributed  to 
any  drug  problem  in  Norfolk  and  wanted 
to  remind  the  Committee  of  the  attitude 
taken  by  the  trial  judge  in  a  note  he  had 
submitted  to  the  Committee.  Sir  Gordon 
commented:  "Reading  between  the  lines 
it  appears  that  the  judge  did  not  wholly 
agree  with  the  verdict  of  the  jury." 

Mr  Smith  said  Mr  Thompson  was  not 
prepared  to  endure  the  ordeal  of  answer- 
ing for  the  matter  again,  principally 
because  of  his  age  and  the  adverse  effect 
on  his  health.  He  had  offered  his  resig- 


nation to  the  Society  which  took  the  view 
that  it  could  not  accept  it  until  the  Com- 
mittee's proceedings  were  complete.  He 
was  trying  to  sell  his  pharmacy  but  was 
having  difficulty  because  of  the  present 
economic  situation. 

If  he  had  attended  the  hearing  the 
Committee  would  no  doubt  have  been 
prepared  to  listen  to  his  explanation  for 
the  large  number  of  tablets  missing.  The 
judge  had  referred  to  it  in  his  note  attri- 
buting it  to  the  destruction  of  excess 
stock  and  some  degree  of  muddle.  Sir 
Gordon  said:  "But  19,000  is  an  awful  lot 
to  account  for  in  that  way."  Mr  Smith 
replied:  "But  the  judge  does  appear  to 
have  accepted  it  having  seen  and  heard 
Mr  Thompson  in  tbe  witness  box." 

Mr  Thompson  would  have  said  that  he 
destroyed  a  large  number  of  tablets  when 
new  regulations  came  into  force.  There 
was  some  muddle  and  he  had  returned 
some  to  wholesalers  because  they  had 
been  supplied  to  him  by  mistake.  Sir 
Gordon  added:  "We  have  given  very 
careful  consideration  to  the  memorandum 
of  the  trial  judge,  but  we  are  after  all 
bound  by  the  findings  of  the  court  and 
the  verdict  of  the  jury." 

The  Committee  decided  to  take  no 
further  action  against  a  pharmacist  hus- 
band and  wife  alleged  to  have  been 
involved  in  breaches  of  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act.  They  appeared  following  an 
adjourned  hearing  at  which  the  Committee 
had  wanted  to  give  them  a  chance  to 
show  they  could  run  their  business 
properly.  It  had  been  that  a  pharmacist 
there,  a  New  Zealander,  was  not  regis- 
tered. A  Society  inspector  said  the 
business  had  now  been  sold;  the  Com- 
mittee expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
testimonials. 

Turned  to  drugs' 

A  pharmacist  who  turned  to  drugs  to 
relieve  work  pressures  took  6,580 
Drinamyl  and  Dexedrine  tablets  in  eight 
months,  the  Committee  was  told.  Mr  John 
David,  37,  who  runs  a  pharmacy  at  Ascot, 
said:  "It  is  possible  I  was  taking  up  to  40 
tablets  a  day  at  the  end." 

The  chairman,  Sir  Gordon  Willmer, 
told  him  he  ought  to  have  known  the 
dangers  of  becoming  addicted.  But  his 
conduct  had  not  put  the  public  at  peril. 
The  Committee  adjourned  his  case  for  12 
months  to  see  if  he  continued  to  put 
behind  him  "this  alarming  degree"  of 
drug  taking. 

Mr  David  had  been  convicted  by 
Bracknel  magistrates  on  two  charges  of 
possessing  dexamphetamine  and  six 
record-keeping  offences.  Seventy-five 
record-keeping  offences  were  taken  into 
consideration  and  he  was  fined  a  total  of 
£550.  Married  with  two  children,  he  lived 
in  a  one-bedroomed  flat  above  his  shop. 
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His  work  load  had  increased  considerably 
and  he  had  financial  worries.  He  found  it 
difficult,  living  in  confined  accommoda- 
tion, to  concentrate  on  his  work.  So  he 
"foolishly"  decided  to  take  drugs  to  help 
his  concentration. 

He  used  to  start  work  at  nine  each 
morning  continuing  until  the  early  hours 
of  the  following  day.  He  had  had  one 
week's  holiday  in  the  past  eight  years. 
He  had  not  taken  drugs  since  the  police 
visit  and  was  not  dependent  on  them.  He 
was  carrying  on  his  business  normally. 

Two  pharmacists  alleged  at  an  earlier 
hearing  to  have  supplied  body  building 
drugs  to  a  "Mr  Universe"  contender  and 
a  former  official  of  the  Welsh  national 
weight  lifting  team  were  reprimanded  by 
the  Committee.  Mr  John  Pendrill  Thomas, 
Rhos,  near  Pontardawe,  Swansea,  and  Mr 
James  Richards  Gilmore  Williams,  Llan- 
debie,  Ammanford,  both  admitted  convic- 
tions for  unlawfully  selling  Dianabol 
tablets.  The  Committee's  judgment  was 
made  after  a  12  month  adjournment  to 
give  the  pharmacists  an  opportunity  to 
show  there  would  be  no  repetition. 

Newspaper  article 

The  Committee  was  told  in  July  last 
year  that  prosecutions  had  followed  an 
article  in  The  News  of  the  World  in  late 
1972  about  weight  lifters.  The  article 
claimed  that  anabolic  steroids  were  being 
used  to  build  up  bodies  in  general  and 
muscles  in  particular.  Investigations  by 
the  Society  in  South  Wales  resulted  in  the 
two  cases  being  taken  to  court  and  the 
pharmacists  being  fined. 

Sir  Gordon  said  the  reprimand  was  "to 
mark  the  displeasure  of  the  Society  that 
pharmacists  of  experience  should  supply 
these  potentially  dangerous  drugs." 

A  pharmacist  who  was  convicted  at 
Cardiff  earlier  this  year  for  stealing  money 
from  his  former  employers,  did  not 
appear  before  the  Committee.  After  hear- 
ing that  Mr  Ben  Jones,  Aberdare,  had 
not  paid  his  registration  fee  for  the 
current  year.  Sir  Gordon  Willmer  said 
that  if  the  fee  was  not  paid  by  July  15, 
Mr  Jones'  name  would  be  removed  from 
the  Register  and  it  would  be  necessary 
for  him  to  re-apply  through  the  Com- 
mittee if  he  wanted  it  restored.  If  the  fee 
was  paid  in  time,  his  name  would  remain 
on  the  Register  and  in  that  event  the 
Committee  would  resume  the  hearing  of 
his  case  at  its  next  session  in  October. 

The  Committee  heard  that  that  Mr 
Jones  pleaded  guilty  at  Cardiff  Crown 
Court  to  stealing  £1,723  42  from  his 
former  employers,  D.  H.  Maddock  &  Co 
l  td,  while  employed  at  Bridge  Pharmacy 
in  Porth,  Rhondda.  He  was  given  an  18 
months  suspended  sentence  and  ordered 
to  pay  compensation  to  his  former  em- 
ployers at  the  rate  of  £10  a  week. 

A  voluntary  statement  made  to  the 
police  at  the  time  of  the  offence  was  read 
to  the  Committee  by  Sgt  Thomas  Bull,  of 
Pontypridd  Police.  In  it  Mr  Jones  said 
his  net  weekly  pay  was  £29  a  week  and 
he  was  responsible  for  handling  accounts 
and  banking  the  takings.  His  wife  became 
seriously  ill  in  February  1973  and  he 
found  it  extremely  difficult  to  manage. 
Later  that  year  he  began  taking  money 
to  pay  for  food  and  clothing.  Mr  Jones 
had  been  surprised  when  he  learned  how 
much  he  had  taken. 
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Hospital  pharmacy — the  way  ahead' 


'Roles'  and  'relationships':  more 
understanding  needed 


Roles,  relationships,  managers  and  co- 
ordinators .  .  .  speakers  at  a  symposium, 
"Hospital  pharmacy — the  way  ahead", 
sponsored  by  Travenol  Laboratories  Ltd, 
last  week  tried  to  shed  more  light  on 
these  topics,  with  one  year's  experience  of 
a  reorganised  health  service  behind  them 
(see  also  last  week,  p46). 

Mr  S.  Cang,  senior  research  fellow, 
health  services  organisation  research  unit. 
Brunei  University,  Middlesex,  pointed  out 
the  difficulties  of  defining  relationships 
when  words  like  "team",  "co-ordinator", 
and  "manager"  themselves  had  no  clear 
agreed  meanings — even  the  word  "work" 
had  no  exact  definition. 

How  the  whole  pharmacy  profession 
related  to  the  health  teams  would  depend 
on  how  powerful  the  areas  and  districts 
were  in  relation  to  each  other  and  what 
was  involved  in  being  a  member  of  a 
profession  in  a  large,  bureaucratic  orga- 
nisation like  the  National  Health  Service. 
To  a  certain  extent,  the  NHS  had  to 
organise  itself  around  a  profession, 
because  of  the  standards  with  which  the 
profession  had  to  comply,  so  that  in  so 
far  as  pharmacists  were  managed  they 
were  only  manageable  by  pharmacists  and 
not  by  administrators. 

'Hottest  working  relationship' 

A  manager  was  someone  responsible  for 
the  work  of  others  and,  because  of  this 
responsibility,  had  a  certain  authority  in 
relation  to  them,  Mr  Cang  continued.  The 
relationship  was  "the  hottest  working 
relationship  any  of  us  ever  experience." 

Coming  upwards,  it  mattered  what  your 
manager  asked  you  to  do  and  how  he 
reacted  to  the  way  you  did  it,  both  for 
your  feelings  about  yourself  and  about 
career  progression.  Coming  downwards, 
your  sense  of  wellbeing  as  a  manager  and 
your  reputation  and  progression  depended 
on  how  the  people  working  for  you 
actually  did  the  job.  It  was  no  use  think- 
ing of  "accountability  upwards  and  dele- 
gation downwards"  when  you  had  ceased 
to  feel  responsible  for  a  subordinate 
because  you  were  worried  about  him 
carrying  out  a  particular  role  yet  were 
unable  to  move  him  to  another  role. 

Mr  Cang  concluded  that  a  manager  had 
the  right  to  assign  work  and  make  apprais- 
als, and  needed  some  authority  to  say 
who  occupied  a  particular  role,  whereas 
a  co-ordinator  had  no  right  to  tell  some- 
one what  to  do,  make  judgments  about 
their  calibre  or  decide  whether  they  should 
be  selected  for  the  role  in  question. 

There  had  to  be  sufficient  difference 
between  the  work  done  and  the  calibre 
of  people  in  two  separate  jobs  before  it 
could  be  said  there  was  a  managerial 
relationship  between  them.  Details  of  the 
kind  of  managerial   relationships  which 


could  be  useful  to  the  profession  within 
the  NHS  would  be  resolved  only  when 
these  relationships  were  more  deeply 
understood. 

Mr  J.  A.  Baker,  area  pharmaceutical 
officer,  Kensington,  Chelsea  and  West- 
minster Area  Health  Authority,  agreed 
that  an  understanding  of  the  basic  differ- 
ences between  managing,  co-ordinating 
and  monitoring  relationships  was  impera- 
tive, but  most  important  was  the  unique 
relationship  between  an  individual 
manager  and  each  subordinate. 

Accountability 

It  was  important  to  recognise,  for 
example,  that  the  regional  pharmaceutical 
officer  was  not  accountable  for  the  work 
of  pharmacists  employed  in  areas  and  any 
attempt  by  him  to  manage  area  staff  was 
not  only  inappropriate  but  was  likely  to 
be  counterproductive.  The  same  principle 
applied  to  the  relationship  between  area 
pharmaceutical  officer  and  area  pharma- 
cists employed  by  the  same  area  health 
authority. 

"The  accountable  manager  will  usually 
give  his  best  only  if  he  believes  he  has 
been  delegated  full  authority  to  carry  out 
the  duties  for  which  he  is  accountable," 
said  Mr  Baker.  "Violation  of  this  prin- 
ciple will  adversely  affect  his  motivation 
and  deprive  him  of  the  opportunity  to 
develop  his  skills  as  a  manager." 

Pharmacy's  new  complex  organisational 
structure  was  "wide  open  to  bureaucracy" 
and  little  would  be  achieved  without 
relationships  which  promoted  these  indi- 
vidual skills. 

The  people  who  mattered  most  were 
those  directly  concerned  with  managing 
and  providing  services,  ie  staff  pharma- 
cists and  their  staffs.  Their  managers 
should  give  the  necessary  direction,  sup- 
port and  resources  but  delegate  totally 


the  responsibility  for  dealing  with  local 
demands  that  only  they  could  fully 
appreciate. 

Mr  Baker  added  that  area  pharma- 
ceutical officers,  area  pharmacists  and  to 
a  lesser  extent  principal  pharmacists,  must 
learn  to  come  to  terms  with  the  lack  of 
involvement,  the  greater  amount  of 
administrative  work  and  the  realisation 
that  they  were  no  longer  the  experts  on 
all  practical  and  specialist  pharmaceutical 
matters,  for  which  they  now  had  to  rely 
on  staff  who  were  actively  involved. 

With  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  re- 
sources for  pharmaceutical  services,  Mr 
Baker  recommended  the  monitoring  of 
aspects  such  as  workloads,  staff  recruit- 
ment, training  and  turnover,  so  that 
priorities  could  be  determined  with  some 
degree  of  objectivity. 

Relating  Noel  Hall  to  NHS 

Earlier,  Mr  Baker  had  referred  to  diffi- 
culties of  retaining  the  elements  of  the 
Noel  Hall  organisational  structure  within 
the  re-organised  health  service.  The  titles, 
roles  and  accountabilities  of  pharmacists 
were  variable,  often  misleading  and 
consequently  confining  both  within  and 
outside  pharmacy  circles,  forcing  indi- 
vidual pharmacists  to  adapt  their  roles 
and  accountabilities  to  conform  to  the 
idiosyncracies  of  the  local  situation. 

"This  in  turn  weakens  the  management 
and  development  of  pharmacy  services 
and  makes  it  impossible  to  meaningfully 
define  the  roles  and  accountabilities  of 
area  and  district  officers  or  to  equate  them 
with  a  simple  grading  structure  or  fair 
salaries,"  Mr  Baker  said.  The  current 
review  gave  an  opportunity  to  press  for 
organisational  structure  to  be  brought 
into  line  with  Ihe  health  service  structure 
and  to  redefine  and  unify  the  roles  and 
accountabilities  of  pharmaceutical  officers. 
He  felt  it  was  vital  to  make  changes  now 
while  the  opportunity  was  there. 

Meanwhile,  each  area  pharmaceutical 
officer,  together  with  his  pharmacist  col- 
leagues, the  area  team  of  officers  and  the 
district  management  teams,  should  agree 
on  clear  role  definitions  and  account- 
abilities for  all  senior  pharmaceutical 
staff,  and  try  to  bring  local  organisational 
structures  for  pharmacy  more  closely  into 
line  with  the  health  service  structure  where 
glaring  anomalies  existed. 

Mr  Baker  added  that  pharmacy  must 
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continue  to  compete  with  other  NHS  ser- 
vices for  its  share  of  limited  resources  and 
should  not  expect  to  be  given  special 
treatment  because  of  its  unusual  organisa- 
tional structure  or  because  of  resource 
deprivation  in  the  past. 

Determination  of  priorities  began  at 
district  level,  with  the  area  pharma- 
ceutical officer  able  to  argue  the  case  at 
area  level,  but  pharmacy  should  not 
expect  to  bypass  district  management 
teams  when  asking  for  additional 
resources.  Pharmacists  should  not  there- 
fore expect  area  budgets  unless  there  was 
a  special  need,  for  example,  where  flexi- 
bility in  the  use  of  staff  between  districts 
was  essential;  nor  should  they  expect 
budgets  to  include  anything  but  routine 
maintenance  expenditure  unless  funds 
had  been  approved  for  specific  pharmacy 
developments,  Mr  Baker  believed. 

Mr  S.  H.  A.  Shaw,  area  administrator, 
Essex  Area  Health  Authority,  explained 
how  his  area  had  come  to  terms  with  staff 
resources.  Formerly  there  had  been  prob- 
lems of  a  pharmacist  being  available  to 
work  in  a  district  where  the  district 
management  team  could  not  afford  him, 
whereas  other  districts  had  the  money  but 
no  pharmacist  willing  to  work  there. 

In  his  area,  it  was  decided  to  hold  the 
staffing  budget  at  area  level  so  resources 
could  be  distributed  according  to  where 
staff  were  available.  Problems  could  arise 
because  funding  of  equipment,  accommo- 
dation, etc,  remained  at  district  level,  but 
these  problems  could  be  solved  if  there 
was  a  close  relationship  between  area  and 
district  and  a  great  deal  of  diplomacy 
between  pharmaceutical  officers. 

Potential  with  intravenous  products 

There  was  tremendous  potential  for 
pharmacists  to  provide  services  which 
would  not  only  save  valuable  nursing  time 
but  would  also  help  to  insure  patient 
safety  in  the  use  of  intravenous  products, 
said  Mr  M.  S.  Newman,  principal  pharma- 
cist, Farnborough  Hospital,  Kent. 

These  services  could  include  establish- 
ing safe  methods  for  nurses  to  give  drugs 
by  slow  intravenous  injection,  demon- 
strating the  proper  use  of  administration 
equipment,  standardising  the  procedures  of 
prescribing  and  administration  throughout 
the  hospital  and  devising  methods  for 
inspection  infusion  fluids  prior  to  use. 

Mr  Newman  described  surveys  carried 
out  at  the  London  Hospital  into  the  use 
of  intravenous  products  at  ward  level.  In 
one  survey,  five  types  of  prescribing  pat- 
tern were  used,  from  order  given  daily 
to  no  orders  given  at  all;  less  than  half 
of  the  infusions  were  given  over  the  pre- 
scribed time;  and  administration  sets  were 
used  from  one  to  11  days  before  being 
changed — in  98  per  cent  of  cases  the  same 
giving  sets  were  used  until  therapy  was 
discontinued  or  phlebitis  or  infiltration 
developed.  Patients  receiving  medications 
either  into  the  bottle  or  via  the  giving  set 
were  significantly  more  likely  to  develop 
phlebitis  or  infiltrations  than  those  receiv- 
ing plain  solutions. 

Addition  of  drugs  to  the  bottle  was 
necessary  in  44  per  cent  of  orders.  As 
potassium  chloride  was  the  required  addi- 
tive in  89  per  cent  of  cases,  Mr  Newman 
recommended  that  pharmacists  could  co- 
operate with  doctors  and  nurses  to  provide 
those  solutions  most  commonly  used.  . 


Another  survey  showed  that  nurses 
inspected  the  infusion  fluids  to  see  if  they 
were  still  clear,  in  only  11  per  cent  of 
cases.  The  nursing  time  required  to  pre- 
pare additives  varied  from  one  to  20 
minutes  and  during  the  preparation  of  one 
third  of  the  additives  nurses  were  inter- 
rupted from  one  to  four  times.  They  were 
interrupted  from  one  to  seven  times  per 
dose  when  preparing  60  per  cent  of  slow 
intravenous  injections. 

Mr  Newman  recommended  that  as  well 
as  establishing  an  intravenous  additive 
programme,  pharmacists  could  establish  a 
similar  policy  for  peritoneal  dialysis 
solutions  which  required  additives. 

Plea  to  reduce  antibiotic  use 

A  plea  to  curb  the  indiscriminate  use  of 
antibiotics  was  made  by  Dr  P.  Noone, 
consultant  microbiologist,  Royai  Free 
Hospital,  London. 

The  increasing  emergence  of  resistant 
bacterial  strains  could  mean  that  soon  it 
would  be  impossible  to  combat  many  of 
the  diseases  currently  treated  with  anti- 
biotics. He  thought  that  hospital  doctors 
who  used  these  drugs  prophylactically 
during  surgery  were  particularly  guilty  of 
antibiotic  abuse.  They  were  often  ignorant 
as  to  which  bacteria  were  susceptible  to 
which  antibiotics,  believing  that  some 
antibiotics  were  broad  spectrum  when 
they  were  not  effective  against  certain 
strains,  and  manufacturers  were  at  fault 
for  not  giving  such  information  enough 
prominence  in  their  advertisements. 

Pharmacists  could  help  by  establishing 
"antibiotic  policies"  in  hospitals,  Dr 
Noone  suggested.  They  could  advise 
physicians  which  antibiotics  were  the 
most  suitable  and  try  to  restrict  the  use  of 
others.  Pharmacists  should  always  be 
represented  on  whatever  hospital  organisa- 
tion was  responsible  for  infection  control, 
to  give  advice  on  disinfectants  as  well  as 
the  more  rational  use  of  antibiotics. 

Dr  Noone  called  for  therapeutic  sub- 
committees to  be  established  under  the 
guidance  of  principal  pharmacists  to 
monitor  antibiotic  use  and  provide  con- 
tinuing education,  for  example,  by  writing 
bulletins,  firstly  at  ward  level  and  perhaps 
eventually  to  general  practitioners. 

Radiopharmaceuticals  guide  planned 

A  "Guide  to  the  hospital  preparation  of 
radiopharmaceuticals"  should  be  pub- 
lished this  autumn,  with  special  reference 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Medicines  Act. 

Mr  W.  Little,  principal  pharmacist, 
Department  of  Nuclear  Medicine,  Liver- 
pool Clinic,  and  a  member  of  the  working 
party  which  compiled  the  publication, 
said  it  would  provide  general  guidelines 
according  to  the  work  to  be  carried  out 
in  the  hospital  rather  than  attempt  to 
impose  uniform  procedures.  The  working 
party  included  physicists,  radiologists  and 
ether  specialists  directly  concerned  with 
the  use  and  manufacture  of  these  products 
and  was  independent  of  the  Department. 

Mr  Little  could  see  no  reason  to 
exclude  intravenous  radiopharmaceuticals 
from  the  Medicines  Act's  proposals  on 
the  preparation  of  sterile  products, 
although  it  had  been  suggested  that  as  the 
half  life  was  so  short  they  could  be 
regarded  as  dispensed  medicines  used 
immediately  after  preparation  and  there- 
fore exempt. 
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Advertising  ban  to  go? 

The  US  Federal  Trade  Commission  has 
proposed  two  trade  regulations  that  would 
lift  all  bans  on  prescription  price  advertis- 
ing, but  leave  to  the  individual  pharma- 
cist the  decision  of  whether  to  advertise. 

A  recent  weekly  newsheet  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association  re- 
ports the  Commission's  chairman,  Mr 
Lewis  Engman,  as  saying  that  the  regula- 
tion would  make  it  illegal  for  any  person, 
partnership  or  corporation  to  prohibit, 
hinder  or  restrict  the  disclosure  of  drug 
prices  by  advertising  or  any  other  way. 
This  would  mean  that  a  local  pharmacy 
association  could  not  expel  or  discipline 
any  member  who  advertised  discount 
prices  nor  could  a  group  of  pharmacists 
conspire  to  refrain  from  price  advertising. 

Mr  Engman  claimed  that  "amazing 
differences"  existed  between  the  prices 
charged  for  the  same  drug  by  pharmacies 
in  the  same  area.  He  said,  "It  is  a  curious 
set  of  values  which  says  that  the  consumer 
may  be  given  full  information  about  dis- 
cretionary purchases  such  as  deodorant 
and  mouthwash,  but  cannot  be  given  infor- 
mation that  will  help  him  save  money  on 
non-discretionary  purchases  such  as  drugs 
which  a  doctor  has  prescribed  as  essential 
to  his  good  health." 

The  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion's code  of  ethics  says  "A  pharmacist 
should  not  solicit  practice  by  means  of 
advertising",  but  Mr  Engman  said  a 
pharmacist  was  a  businessman  who  sold 
a  commodity,  drugs,  as  well  as  his  service. 
A  free  market  required  information  on 
prices  and  "why  does  it  demean  anyone's 
dignity  to  provide  information?" 

The  Commission  has  invited  public 
comment  on  the  proposals. 

Cosmetics  reactions  study 

The  result  of  a  three-month  US  survey 
into  adverse  reactions  to  cosmetics  has 
revealed  that  857  per  cent  were  "mild" 
reactions,  10  7  per  cent  "moderate"  and 
2  2  per  cent  "severe". 

Some  10,000  households  took  part  in 
the  survey  sponsored  by  the  US  Food  and 
Drug  Administration.  The  participants 
reported  203  reactions,  589  of  which  were 
confirmed  by  dermatologists  as  being 
caused  by  cosmetics.  A  "mild"  reaction 
(505  cases)  was  defined  as  a  minor  irri- 
tation not  requiring  medication  or  a 
doctor's  attention;  a  "moderate"  reaction 
(63  cases)  was  one  which  persisted  for  a 
prolonged  period  and  could  cause  loss  of 
time  from  normal  activities;  and  a 
severe  reaction  (13  cases)  was  painful 
and  severe  enough  to  require  a  doctor's 
evaluation  and  resulted  in  loss  of  time 
from  normal  activities. 

Related  to  product  categories,  the 
groups  showing  the  highest  rate  of  re- 
actions were:  depilatories;  deodorant/ 
antiperspirants;  moisturisers/lotions:  bubble 
bath  and  oil;  hairspray/lacquer;  mascara 
and  eye  cream;  hair  colourants/dye 
lighteners;  facial  skin  creams/cleansers; 
and  nail  polish.

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Pay  limit  will  affect 
contractors'  remuneration 


Chemist  contractors  in  the  National 
Health  Service  will  continue  to  be  outside 
the  Price  Code,  but  in  settling  their 
remuneration  the  Government  will  take 
account  of  the  pay  limit  set  down  in  the 
White  Paper  published  on  July  5. 

The  White  Paper  "The  Attack  on  Infla- 
tion", set  out  the  Government's  policy  to 
bring  the  rate  of  domestic  inflation  down 
to  10  per  cent  by  the  third  quarter  of 
1976  and  to  single  figures  by  the  end  of 
1976. 

On  income  increases  the  Government 
has  accepted  a  TUC  suggestion  that  there 
should  be  a  limit  of  £6  per  week  on  pay 
increases.  The  £6  is  however  a  maximum 
within  which  negotiations  will  take  place; 
some  employers  may  not  be  able  to  pay 
it.  Those  earning  £8,500  a  year  (rather 
than  £7,500  suggested  by  the  TUC)  will 
not  be  entitled  to  any  increase. 

The  Paper  acknowledges  that  the  tran- 
sition to  a  new  policy  may  give  rise  to 
inequity  in  a  few  cases.  To  that  end  they 
accept  that  Wages  Council  proposals  and 
the  awards  from  formal  arbitration  refer- 
ences made  before  this  White  Paper 
should  be  implemented;  and  that  settle- 
ments may  also  be  implemented  for 
groups  which,  before  the  date  of  publi- 
cation of  this  White  Paper,  have  reached 
agreements  for  annual  settlement  dates 
not  later  than  September  1,  provided  that 
they  have  had  no  principal  increase  within 
the  last  12  months. 

Increases  on  dividends  are  also  being 
limited  to  10  per  cent.  An  Order  to  give 
effect  to  this  was  made  on  July  1. 

On  the  Price  Code  the  White  Paper 
says:  "The  Government  will  not  allow 
firms  which  make  excessive  pay  settle- 
ments to  reflect  these  settlements  in  higher 
prices  to  the  consumer.  With  every  appli- 
cation to  the  Price  Commission  for  a 
price  increase,  employers  will  have  to 
notify  details  of  any  pay  settlement  under- 
lying the  application.  The  Government 
will  certify  to  the  Commission  whether 
any  of  these  settlements  exceed  the  limit. 
Where  an  employer  breaks  the  pay  limit, 
the  whole  pay  increase  will  be  disallowed 
for  price  increases." 

Prices 

Although  the  Government  cannot  freeze 
prices  at  this  time  they  intend  to  take 
measures  to  keep  price  increases  to  a 
minimum  and  to  protect  the  consumer. 

"The  price  control  already  ensures  that 
a  lower  rate  of  increase  in  pay  is  reflected 
in  a  lower  rate  of  price  increase.  How- 
ever, particularly  with  present  levels  of 
unemployment,  the  Government  do  not 
intend  to  push  price  control  to  the  point 

I  where  tt  would  endanger  employment  and 

J  investment." 

The   Government   propose   to  finance 

I  more  consumer  advice  centres  in  local 


authority  areas  to  assist  consumers  who 
have  complaints  or  queries  about  particular 
retail  prices  in  their  district.  The  Govern- 
ment will  discuss  a  plan  to  open  many 
more  by  the  end  of  1976  with  the  local 
authorities  and  will  encourage  more  work 
on  local  price  comparisons  indicating 
"best  value  for  money".  It  will  also 
accelerate  the  programme  of  price  display 
and  unit  pricing.

Bill  to  promote  recycling 
of  containers 

A  Commons  Bill  to  promote  the  stand- 
ardisation of  containers  was  published  last 
week.  Sponsored  by  Mr  David  Lane,  MP 
the  measure  is  the  Standardisation  of 
Containers  Bill  (HM  Stationery  Office, 
Commons  Bill  189,  6p)  which  seeks  to  give 
the  Secretary  of  State  the  power  to  make 
regulations  specifying  or  prohibiting  the 
type,  composition  or  dimensions  of  any 
container  intended  for  sale  or  likely  to  be 
sold  containing  any  specified  substance  or 
article. 

In  making  regulations,  special  regard 
would  have  to  be  paid  to:  reducing  the 
varieties  of  containers,  with  a  view  to  their 
being  more  easily  re-used;  (where  re-use 
is  impractical)  energy-economical  recycling, 
particularly  in  relation  to  containers  of 
mixed  materials,  and  the  natural  degrad- 
ability  of  materials ;  and  manufacturing 
from  recycled  materials,  and  from 
naturally  regenerating  sources.  Special 
regard  would  also  have  to  be  paid  to 
environmental  considerations. 

Provision  would  be  made  for  transitional 
and  other  exceptions.  Penalties  on  sum- 
mary conviction  for  sale  or  possessing  for 
sale  one  or  more  containers  in  breach  of 
the  regulation  could  be  a  fine  not  exceeding 
£1  for  each  container  proved  under  the 
charge. 

The  Bill  received  its  first  reading  in  the 
Commons  earlier  this  month. 

Promotional  cuts:  'reference' 
journals  to  be  safeguarded? 

The  Government  hopes  to  safeguard  cer- 
tain medical  journals  during  cuts  in  drug 
industry  expenditure.  Dr  David  Owen, 
Minister  of  State.  Department  of  Health, 
stated  in  a  written  Commons  answer  last 
week  that  he  had  met  the  editors  of 
several  medical  journals  and  told  them 


Pharmaceutical  Union  towards  the  White 
Paper  so  far  as  it  would  affect  retail 
pharmacists,  Mr  Tim  Astill,  assistant 
secretary,  was  concerned  over  two  points. 

As  representing  the  interests  of  the 
employers  side  of  the  Joint  Industrial 
Council  it  was  important  that  the  £6  a 
week  increase  be  looked  upon  as  a  maxi- 
mum figure  not  as  a  norm.  The  figure 
would  represent  a  modest  rise  to  a  man- 
ager but  to  a  young  assistant  the  percentage 
rise  it  represented  would  be  much  higher. 

The  other  matter  giving  concern  was 
what  the  Government  intended  to  do  about 
prices  and  profit  margins  and  whether  they 
would  squeeze  them  still  further. 
□  The  Retail  Consortium  stated  that 
while  appreciating  the  £6  is  an  upper  limit 
for  negotiation  it  is  also  aware  "that  in 
practice  this  sum  will  become  the  norm 
for  all  wage  settlements".  The  Consortium 
has  told  the  Government  that  the  pro- 
posals will  reduce  retailers'  profits  by  75 
per  cent  and  jobs  will  be  in  jeopardy. 


that  in  negotiations  with  the  Association 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry  "we 
shall  be  seeking  to  safeguard  the  position 
of  journals  of  undoubted  reference 
value."

No  'addiction'  evidence 

When  Mr  Tom  Normanton  asked  the 
Home  Secretary  whether  he  was  satisfied 
with  the  controls  on  mineralised  methy- 
lated spirit,  Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  of 
State  for  Health,  replied  that  he  had  no 
evidence  of  alcoholic  addiction  among 
young  people  as  a  result  of  drinking  the 
spirit.  It  contained  a  dye  and  other 
additives  to  make  it  unpalatable. 

Rabies  vaccine  availability 

Stocks  of  rabies  vaccine  and  anti-serum 
are  held  at  a  level  to  ensure  that  reserves 
are  maintained  at  all  times  in  addition  to 
covering  the  vaccination  programme  for 
people  at  risk,  Dr  Owen  stated  in  a  writ- 
ten Commons  answer  last  week.  Supplies 
are  available  to  doctors  from  the  Central 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Colindale,  and 
regional  public  heahh  laboratories  at 
Newcastle,  Cardiff  and  Liverpool,  all  of 
which  maintain  a  24  hour  service. 

Hair  dyes  no  cancer  link? 

The  Department  of  Health's  medical 
advisers  have  so  far  found  no  evidence 
that  certain  hair  dyes  produce  cancer,  even 
after  careful  study  of  the  results  of  long- 
term  US  tests  on  animals.  This  was  stated 
by  Dr  Owen  in  a  written  Commons 
answer  last  week. 

The  cancer  tests  were  considered  to  be 
"far  more  relevant"  than  studies  of 
mutagenicity  conducted  in  the  US  and 
Britain  which  revealed  mutagenic  effects 
of  the  dyes  on  bacteria.  The  US  carcino- 
genicity tests  involved  some  of  the  dyes 
also  tested  for  mutagenicity  and  similar 
long-term  cancer  studies  using  the 
remainder  of  the  dyes  are  in  progress. 
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HEC  guide 
to  self 
medication 

The  Health  Education  Council  has  this 
week  published  a  guide  to  self  medication. 
Entitled  "Treating  Yourself",  the  guide  is 
in  a  form  similar  to  an  address  book  with 
the  keyed  edges  indicating  the  conditions 
covered  by  each  page.  The  booklet  has 
a  large  red  cross  on  the  glossy  white 
cover,  and  a  hole  through  the  booklet 
allows  it  to  be  hung  up  in  bathroom  or 
kitchen  for  easy  reference.  Conditions 
covered  include  backache,  chest  com- 
plaints, depression,  diarrhoea,  earache, 
influenza,  period  pains,  sore  throat,  and 
stomach  ache. 

The  introduction  to  the  guide  states 
that  many  minor  illnesses  can  be  treated 
at  home.  "Simple  medicines  can  often  be 
bought  from  your  local  chemist;  the 
pharmacist  is  always  willing  to  give  you 
advice  about  what  products  to  buy,  and 
will  not  hesitate  to  suggest  you  consult 
a  doctor  if  he  feels  it  is  necessary.  Serious 
illness  always  requires  the  advice  of  your 
general  practitioner."  One  section  gives  a 
general  guide  on  the  use  of  medicines 
including  aspirin,  paracetamol,  antacids 
and  laxatives.  For  cough  medicines  the 
guide  advises  asking  the  pharmacist.

One-third  of  toothbrushes 
in  use  are  'useless' 

The  disparity  between  the  £4m  spent  last 
year  on  advertising  toothpaste  and  the 
£5,000  spent  on  advertising  toothbrushes 
was  criticised  last  week  when  the  results 
of  a  survey  on  toothbrush  ownership  were 
presented  in  London. 

The  survey,  carried  out  by  Wilkinson 
Sword  Ltd  (distributors  of  Jordan  tooth- 
brushes) on  behalf  of  the  British  Dental 
Health  Foundation,  showed  that  one-third 
of  brushes  in  use  were  not  capable  of 
their  prime  function — removal  of  plaque. 
Regional  variation  extended  from  24  per 
cent  useless  in  London  to  39  per  cent 
useless  in  Scotland. 

The  research  was  based  on  visits  to 
1,000  homes  and  asking  the  occupant  to 
surrender  his  or  her  current  toothbrush  in 
exchange  for  a  new  one,  the  brushes 
collected  being  examined  by  a  panel  of 
BDHF  dental  experts. 

Postcards  of  items  from 
Society's  collection 

A  set  of  coloured  picture  postcards  of 
items  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
historical  collection  has  just  been 
published.

(Vienna  1788-94).

Inflation  may  hit  demand 
for  medicines  in  SA 

Approximately  87  per  cent  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry's  output  in  South  Africa 
is  bought  by  the  general  public  through 
retail  outlets. 

Spending  is  almost  evenly  divided  between 
"ethical"  and  "non-ethical"  products, 
while  sales  to  hospitals  and  provincial 
administrations  account  for  some  13  per 
cent  (exclusively  "ethicals"). 

Although  the  market  has  shown  little 
sensitivity  to  overall  economic  conditions 
in  the  past,  demand  during  1975  should 
be  increasingly  affected  by  inflation,  and  a 


MRC  hopes  to  start  £2m 
trial  on  hypertension 

The  Medical  Research  Council  is  hoping 
to  embark  on  a  major  project  next  year 
to  decide  whether  or  not  patients  with 
mild  hypertension  need  long-term  treat- 
ment with  antihypertensives. 

Dr  A.  F.  Lever,  director  of  the  MRC 
blood  pressure  unit,  Western  Infirmary, 
Glasgow,  said  on  Monday  there  was  evi- 
dence that  reducing  the  blood  pressure  of 
patients  with  severe  or  moderate  hyper- 
tension reduced  the  risks  of  their  suffer- 
ing from  coronary  thrombosis  or  strokes. 
But  it  had  not  yet  been  proved  whether 
treating  patients  with  a  diastolic  pressure 
of  between  90-105  was  worthwhile.  Such 
a  project  would  need  the  co-operation  of 
between  30,000-40,000  patients  over  a 
period  of  up  to  five  years,  at  a  total  cost 
of  about  £2m. 

A  two-year  pilot  trial  covering  1,000 
patients  had  already  proved  the  feasibility 
of  such  a  study,  but  the  final  decision  on 
whether  to  go  ahead  with  the  main  pro- 
ject would  be  made  next  year  in  consul- 
tation with  the  Department  of  Health. 
Meanwhile,  Dr  Lever  was  hoping  to  carry 
out  further  research  into  what  recruit- 
ment methods  should  be  use. 

Although  this  would  be  the  most 
expensive  single  item  of  medical  research 
ever  done,  Dr  Lever  believed  that  the 
costs  would  be  no  greater  than  the  exist- 
ing costs  of  treating  patients  who  may 
not  be  gaining  any  benefit  from 
antihypertensives. 

Half  the  patients  with  mild  hypertension 
would  be  treated  with  propranolol  and  a 
thiazide  diuretic,  the  other  half  with  a 
placebo,  and  their  progress  monitored  over 


larger  portion  of  the  industry's  production 
is  likely  to  be  sold  to  hospitals.

five  years.  Side  effects  and  any  changes  in 
life  style  the  patients  suffered  as  a  result 
of  knowing  they  had  to  be  treated  for 
high  blood  pressure  would  be  assessed,  as 
these  factors  often  outweighed  the  bene- 
fits of  the  drugs  given,  Dr  Lever  believed. 
If  treatment  proved  to  reduce  the  inci- 
dence of  heart  attacks  and  strokes, 
enormous  costs  would  be  involved  in 
mass  screening  and  treatment  for 
hypertension.

Dr  Owen's  attitude  is 
'threatening  research' — ABPI 


Dr  David  Owen,  Minister  of  State  for 
Health,  by  the  statements  attributed  to 
him  in  the  Press  recently,  is  posing  a 
threat  to  medical  research  and  investment 
as  well  as  to  doctors'  prescribing  free- 
dom, the  Association  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  said  this  week. 

An  article  by  ABPI's  director,  Mr  E. 
Teesdale,  released  on  Thursday  was  by 
way  of  a  riposte  to  the  remarks  attributed 
to  Dr  Owen  in  an  interview  he  gave  to 
Scrip,  published  in  the  July  5  issue.  In 
this  the  Minister  sought  to  justify  a  reduc- 
tion of  over  25  per  cent  in  the  expendi- 
ture which  pharmaceutical  firms  incurred 
in  keeping  doctors  informed  about  the 
medicines  they  produce. 

Mr  Teesdale  says  industry  must  have 
been  surprised  to  see  this  report  since 
it  has  been  generally  agreed  between 
Government  and  industry  that  proposals 
be  debated  direct  between  the  parties,  and 
not  in  the  public  arena. 

'Well-worn  criticisms' 

The  article  asserts  that  the  APBI  has 
put  to  the  Government  a  series  of  papers 
closely  and  cogently  arguing,  both  on 
scientific  and  economic  grounds,  the  need 
for  the  present  levels  of  spending  on 
'promotion".  "If  these  papers  have 
carried  no  conviction  so  far,  it  is  because 
those  to  whom  they  were  addressed  do 
not  wish  to  be  convinced.  It  is  easier  to 
stick  to  the  well  worn  criticisms. 

"It  is  often  pointed  out  that  in  the  UK 
prescription  medicines  cost,  on  average, 
about  half  what  they  cost  in  the  rest  of 
the  world.  It  is  because  of  the  very  low 
UK  prices  that  the  percentage  spent  here 
on  'promotion'  appears  to  be  14  per  cent; 
in  fact,  if  calculated  on  average  world 
prices,  it  is  only  about  7  per  cent.  Even 
at  14  per  cent,  however,  'promotion' 
expenditure  in  UK  as  a  proportion  of 
turnover,  is  lower  than  that  of  any  other 
comparable  country  so  far  as  can  be 
ascertained." 

Because  of  higher  "promotion"  costs 
and  "relatively  modest"  price  increases 
companies  are  currently  producing  a 
lower  volume  of  "promotional"  effort  for 
what  they  spend  compared  with  previous 
years.  "Thus,  it  cannot  seriously  be  dis- 
puted that  firms  are,  by  and  large,  already 
exercising  restraint  and  economy.  Finan- 
cial circumstances  could  in  any  event, 
hardly  dictate  otherwise." 

If  firms  are  forced  to  cut  this  expendi- 
ture by  no  less  than  a  quarter  the  article 
warns  that  iower  UK  prices  would 
inevitably  mean  lower  export  prices,  less 
tax  on  lower  export  profits  and,  in  the 
end  a  net  loss  to  the  economy  and  to  the 
UK  balance  of  payments  greater  than  the 
initial  savings  to  the  NHS.  There  was 
increasing  pressure  by  authorities  in  over- 
seas   markets    to    relate    the    price  of

medicines  they  import  to  those  of  the 
country  of  origin. 

Because  the  UK  pharmaceutical  industry 
was  composed  of  companies,  both  UK 
and  foreign,  operating  internationally, 
those  research-based  companies  if  un- 
reasonably restricted  in  what  they  could 
spend  in  the  UK  on  bringing  new  or 
improved  medicines  to  the  attention  of 
doctors  might  choose  another  country  in 
which  to  introduce  new  medicines  first. 
They  would  then,  as  many  were  already 
beginning  to  do,  conduct  the  clinical 
trials  for  their  products  outside  the  UK 
as  well.  Research  and  development,  in 
turn,  would  start  to  shift  to  other 
countries  with  all  that  this  implies  for 
Britain  as  a  centre  for  medical  and 
pharmaceutical  research. 

"Forced  to  make  drastic  cuts  in  its 
informational  spending  the  industry  would 
inevitably  find  itself  compelled  to  sacri- 
fice expenditure  not  on  representatives, 
but  on  advertising  in  professional  journals. 
It  is  ironic  therefore  to  learn  (for  the  first 
time — it  was  not  included  in  the  Minister's 
original  proposals)  that  means  are  to  be 
found  to  "shield  publications  of  un- 
doubted value'  from  the  effects  of  the 
Government's  proposals. ' 

Section  41 

The  article  concludes  by  criticising  the 
Government  for  not  repealing  Section  41 
of  the  Patents  Act.  "It  remains  difficult 
to  find  any  reason  behind  the  decision 
.  .  .  other  than  an  intention  to  have  much 
greater  use  made  of  it  in  future,  as  a 
means  to  encourage  generic  prescribing 
(which  the  Minister  is  reported  to  favour) 
and  to  undermine  the  price  structure  of 
the  industry. 


"It  has  not,  as  the  Government  White 
Paper  claims  stimulated  price  competition 
in  the  past;  adequate  provisions  already 
exist  in  other  sections  of  the  Act  to  deal 
with  any  cases  of  monopoly  abuse;  and 
the  Section's  continued  existence,  against 
the  expert  advice  of  the  Banks  Committee 
and  the  Chemicals  EDC,  only  serves  to 
erode  the  confidence  essential  for  large 
scale  research  investment." 

Borderline  substances 
review  planned 

The  British  Medical  Association  has 
agreed  with  the  Department  of  Health  to 
review  the  rules  for  dealing  with 
prescriptions  for  borderline  substances. 

A  letter  from  the  Department,  pub- 
lished in  last  week's  British  Medical 
Journal,  attempts  to  clarify  the  position 
regarding  prescription  for  Optimax  drink- 
ing chocolate.  Last  year  the  High  Court 
quashed  a  decision  made  by  NHS  referees 
that  doctors  who  prescribed  Optimax 
powder  should  be  charged  for  the  choco- 
late used  to  mask  its  bitter  flavour,  as  it 
was  not  a  drug  (C&D,  July  27,  1974, 
pi  12). 

The  letter  states  that  the  question  that 
the  referees  had  failed  to  answer,  namely 
whether  Optimax  powder  as  a  whole  sub- 
stance was  a  drug,  was  still  un- 
answered. The  Department  felt  their 
original  decision,  that  the  drinking  choco- 
late was  not  a  drug,  was  reasonable  and 
that  it  would  be  wrong  to  withdraw  their 
references.  Appeals  by  eight  doctors 
against  this  decision  were  still  to  be  con- 
sidered by  referees,  so  it  was  felt  that  a 
careful  review  of  Regulation  20  of  the 
NHS  (Service  Committee  and  Tribunal) 
Regulations  1974  was  needed. 


Unwanted  goods 

I  have  recently  received  from  Max  Factor 
£98-worth  of  goods  not  asked  for,  not 
wanted,  and  certainly  never  ordered.  Like 
Mr  Hand  (last  week,  p61)  I  have  asked 
Max  Factor  to  uplift  these  goods 
immediately  and  have  received  a  stereo- 
typed letter  from  them  to  say  that  it  will 
be  done. 

I  suspected  that  it  was  a  try-on  and 
this  was  confirmed  when  I  received  their 
stereotyped  letter.  They  obviously  thought 
that  some  stockists  would  demand  the 
removal  of  the  goods  and  had  a  letter 
ready  prepared  to  meet  this  situation. 

I  have  told  the  company  that  having 
had  to  open  the  parcel  to  discover  its 
source  I  have  no  intention  of  resealing 
it  for  collection.  How  the  carriers,  who 
will  be  asked  to  uplift  this  parcel,  will 
cope  with  the  merchandise  in  an  unsealed 
and  unlabelled  box  I  shall  be  interested 
to  see,  as  I  charge  Max  Factor  with  the 
full  responsibility  for  the  safe  return  of 
these  goods  to  Bournemouth. 

I  hope  a  few  more  stockists  will  take 
similar  action.

Newcastle-on-Tyne 
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Glaxo  improve  environment 
at  no  extra  cost 


"Glaxo  improves  the  quality  of  life"  could 
be  that  company's  theme  in  respect  of  the 
therapeutic  value  of  many  of  their  pro- 
ducts. But  the  claim  might  will  be  extended 
to  cover  an  environmental  project  now 
nearing  completion. 

At  their  Ulverston,  Cumbria,  fermen- 
tation production  factory  the  company 
inherited  "mini-mountains"  of  slag  from 
the  former  occupiers,  an  iron  and  steel 
processor.  Nearly  60  acres  had  been  de- 
spoiled along  the  Morecambe  Bay  shore- 
line. "It  resembled  a  lunar  landscape", 
commented  a  company  spokesman.  Now 
most  of  the  area  has  been  transformed 
into  grassed  and  gently  contoured  em- 
bankments partly  enclosing  extensive 
recreational  facilities. 

The  whole  operation  has  taken  about 
four  years  and  has  been  made  feasible 
because  of  the  revenue  Jrom  iron  extracted 
from  the  blast  furnace  slag.  The  contrac- 
tors who  did  the  processing  also  levelled 
and  contoured  the  site  to  Glaxo's  specifi- 
cations. Now  much  of  the  contoured  area 
is  covered  with  grass  which  grows  directly 
into  the  inert,  highly  alkaline  slag — an 
achievement  believed  to  rank  as  a  world 
"first"  in  revegetation  techniques, 
clover  and  was  selected  after  two  years  of 

Selected  seeds 

The  grass  is  a  red  fescue  mixed  with 
exhaustive  seed  bed  tests  involving  150 
permutations  of  grass,  fertiliser  and  clover. 
The  work  was  done  under  the  supervision 
of  the  factory's  head  gardener,  Mr  Dennis 
Robley,  with  the  advice  of  Lancashire 
planning  officers.  A  slow  release  nitrogen 
fertiliser  was  essential  to  initiate  growth 
but  repeated  dressings  have  not  proved 
necessary. 

On  the  levelled  area  of  some  15  acres 
recreational  facilities  have  been  provided 
to  replace  acreage  necessary  for  expanding 
production.  More  normal  top  soil  and 
seeding  was  necessary  for  activity  areas, 


and  turf  was  "transplanted"  across  the 
site  to  provide  two  soccer  pitches.  Sea- 
washed  turves  were  brought  in  for  the 
lawn  bowling  green.  An  all-weather  pitch 
with  a  permeable  surface  of  rough  lime- 
stone sand  has  been  provided  for  the 
hockey  players. 

Some  trees  and  shrubs  may  soon  add 
to  the  pleasing  natural  look  of  the  area 
created  out  of  and  paid  for  by  the 
industrial  waste  of  yesteryear. 

Sangers  to  seek 
change  of  name 

Sangers  Ltd  are  to  ask  shareholders  at 
the  annual  meeting  next  month  for 
approval  to  change  their  name  to  Sangers 
Group  Ltd,  Mr  H.  T.  Nicholson,  chair- 
man, states  in  his  annual  report.  It  is  part 
of  a  plan,  he  says,  to  formalise  their  new 
divisional  structure  by  creating  separate 
companies  for  each  of  their  principal 
operations.  Initially  there  will  be  two 
principal  subsidiaries — Thomas  McMullan 
in  Northern  Ireland  and  one  dealing  with 
the  major  part  of  their  wholesale 
pharmaceutical  trade  in  Great  Britain  to 
which  the  Sangers  Ltd  title  will  be 
transferred. 

Mr  Nicholson  highlights  the  liquidity 
problems  arising  from  the  current  infla- 
tion. Turnover  went  up  nearly  £8m  and 
they  would  normally  have  expected  to 
have  to  find  between  £800,000  and  £1.2m 
to  finance  this.  Yet  net  current  assets  only 
increased  by  £500,000.  This  was  achieved 
by  rigorous  stock  control  and  an 
enforcement  of  credit  terms.

□  The  advance  letter  authorising  payment 
of  increased  salaries  for  hospital  pharm- 
acists was  issued  early  this  week  by  the 
Department  of  Health. 

□  Chemists  and  appliance  suppliers  in 
Northern  Ireland  in  April  dispensed  some 
961,423  prescriptions  (605,609  forms)  at 
a  total  cost  of  £1,264,332  (£1315  per 
prescription. 

□  Chemist  contractors  in  England  dis- 
pensed a  total  of  25,204,449  prescriptions 
(15,635,529  forms)  during  January  at  a 
total  cost  of  £28,125,043  (£1116  a 
prescription). 

□  Some  1,151,357  people  received  birth 
control  advice  and  prescriptions  from  the 
Family  Planning  Association  over  the  past 
year  according  to  the  Association's  annual 
report  1974-75.  A  total  of  631,874  patients 
were  prescribed  the  pill. 

□  Total  sales  of  cameras  and  projectors 
in  the  UK  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  were  valued  at  £3  66m  against  £2  67m 
in  the  equivalent  1974  quarter.  Total  sales 
of  the  photographic  industry's  principal 
products,  including  document  copying 
equipment  was  £28m  (against  £27  49m). 

□  The  following  draft  common  names  for 
pesticides  are  being  circulated  for  com- 
ment :  Terbuchlor  for  Af-butoxymethyl- 
6'-/err-oc-chIoracet-o-toluidide ;  furanil 
(preferred),  fenfuramid,  fenfuram,  for  2- 
methyl-3  furanilide.  Comments  should  be 
sent  to  Mr  M.  J.  Pater,  British  Standards 
Institution,  2  Park  Street,  London  W1A 
2BS,  by  August  29. 

□  The  Home  Secretary  has  directed  that, 
from  June  23,  Dr  Henry  Joseph  Caron,  13 
St  Lukes  Road,  Pontnewynydd,  Ponty- 
pool,  Mon,  be  prohibited  from  possessing, 
prescribing,  administering,  manufacturing, 
compounding  and  supplying  and  from 
authorising  the  supply  of  drugs  controlled 
by  the  Misuse  of  Drugs  Act  1971. 

□  An  Order,  which  came  into  operation 
on  July  7  established  the  Committee  on 
the  Review  of  Medicines  to  advise  on  the 
safety,  quality  and  efficiency  of  substances 
granted  product  licences  under  Part  II  of 
the  Medicines  Act  1968  (The  Medicines 
(Committee  on  the  Review  of  Medicines) 
Order  1975). 

□  The  Food  Additives  and  Contaminants 
Committee  is  to  review  the  regulations 
governing  the  use  of  solvents  in  food  for 
human  consumption.  At  present  the  regu- 
lations only  control  "carrier"  solvents, 
but  the  Committee  is  to  consider  all  sol- 
vents used  in  the  preparation  of  food. 
Comments  should  be  sent  to  the  Com- 
mittee's secretary,  Room  556,  Great 
Westminster  House,  Horseferry  Road, 
London  SW1,  by  September  12. 

□  The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
has  proposed  new  labelling  for  all  intra- 
uterine contraceptive  devices,  with  a 
seperate  brochure  for  patients  including 
information  on  effectiveness  rates,  pre- 
cautions, and  adverse  reactions.  If  final- 
ised, IUCDs  would  become  the  third 
prescription  product,  (after  oral  contra- 
ceptives and  aerosol  asthma  drugs) 
required  to  include  patient  labelling.
